Lowes, and before it 
burnt itself out three properties were 
totally destroyed. Three cottages, the 
two eastern ones owned by Page, of 
Port Haney, B.C., and the western one 
by Mr. O’Neill, were burnt. Jos. Lowes 
occupied the middle cottage, and he 
lost absolutely all his furniture and 
clothing. Mr. and Mrs. Ed. Martin, in 
the eastern cottage, had everything 
moveable out before the cottage 
caught, a large number of young peo- 
ple helping with perhaps more vigor 
than judgment at times. The O’Neills 
also got out most of their moveables. 

Mr. Page carried $600 insurance 
only on each of his cottages, and will 
be quite a heavy loser. Jos. Lowes 
was fairly well insured, but lost all 
the wedding presents on which natur- 
ally a greater value was placed for 
sentimental reasons. The Martins 
had no insurance, and will suffer some 
loss from goods damaged from moving 
and lost in the deep snow. The 
O'Neills had some insurance on house 
and contents but not sufficient to 
cover the Joss. 

It appears from the report made at 
the Council meeting by the Fire Chief 
and the Foreman of Public Works that 
a series of mishaps prevented the sav- 
ing of the houses next to the one in 
which the fire started. The wrong 
call was sent in, 21d being called in 
place of 50. The snow was every: 
where waist deep, and gave the fire 
team great trouble in getting through. 
And to cap it all, only one hydrant was 
within usable distance from the fire, 
and it was rendered useless when the 
spindle ‘broke, a thing that ‘has hap- 
pened only three times in the history 
of the icity. 

Various people at the fire were in- 
clined to censure the city and the fire 
department, but they were all under 
the mistaken impression that the 
hydrants werg frozen up. As a matter 
of fact, one was broken and the other 
was too far away to render the hose 
of any use. 

A number of the young people were 
out to the dance at Balmoral, and 
they state that the fire made an im- 
pressive spectacle from that point, the 
glare being reflected from the large 
clouds of overhanging smoke. 

This is the first time in the history 
of the city that the Fire Brigade has 
failed to confine a fire to the building 
in which it originated.

Dear Sir:—George Hoadley, our 
present ‘Minister of Agriculture in Al- 
berta, said in addressing the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature that he rather 
favored the sterilization of the men- 
tally deficient, and now the U.F.W.A. 
at their convention in Calgary just 
ended, passed a resolution that this 
af be made tcompulsory by law.

24 want to see this movement accelerate 
its pace; it has been discussed and dis- 
cussed and nothing has been done.” 

Mrs. Gunn, the President, said: “I 
promise you that I will do all in my 
power to impress the need for such ac- 
tion upon the government, for I think 
it is a most necessary move.” 

That, Mr. Editor, gives us a lineup 
on the matter. One Minister, and a 
very Influential one, favors it and the 
U.F.W.A. is pledged to do all in their 
power to have the law passed, and 
their “power,” I would consider, is 
ereat, since it is the U. F. A. and the 
is U.F.W.A. that wields the “big stick” 

y at the present time in our beloved 

f province. They made their govern- 
ment, and it will be they that will 

make or unmake it again. And signs 

are not lacking that this provincial 

government are willing, yea anxious, 

: é to do their bidding. And it is pos- 
i |} sible before this year is ended that a 
law will be passed and enforced ster- 
ilizing a part of our population. that 
is the mentally deficient. ‘This is in- 
teresting, I should think, to each in- 
telligent thinking man and woman. 
Now, if the Hon. George Hoadley and 
Mrs. Sears and Mrs. Gunn are so an- 
xious and even determined to force 
their power on us, surely they should 
be able and willing to explain the 
® need of it, and how they propose to 
i carry ti out. Inasmuch as their reso- 
lution includes all of the “mantally de- 

Micient” in and out of the U.F.A., and 

as this question has now gone to the 

government with an urgent request to 

make it law and enforce ft, then I 

should think it is a public issue and 

debatable iby one and all within and 

without the U.F.A. Tf this was 


‘4 meant to apply only to members _ of 
the U.F.A. political party, I would 
not. be trying to scribble this letter, 


but when It means all deficients, then 
(vo all have a right to express our op- 


inion on the matter; at least that is 
my opinion. If we are to have ‘gov- 
ernment only by the consent of the 
governed,” I think it is up to Mr. 
Woadley, Mrs. Sears and Mrs. Gunn to 
explain just 'what it means and how 
the law will be executed when passed, 
as it probably will be at-the next ses- 
sion, I would like to ask those good 
people or anyone, who will be the 
“mentally deficient’? Where will you 
draw the line? 

I find in the Imperial dictionary, un- 
der the word deficient: wanting, defec- 
‘tive, imperfect; and under the word 
deficiency: a failing or falling short, 
want, either total or partial. 

Thore is a wide range of mental 
deficiency. I have been told that I 
was “off my base” for not supporting 
the U.F.A. political party, that I was 
foolish for not joining the Alix cream 
pool. I have been called, oh, every- 
thing, almost, but an intelligent man, 
for not supporting the extreme  Pro- 
hibition Act. Few men are perfect 
mentally; some may be very efficient 
in acquiring property or money, but 
deficient in keeping it. Some men have 
acquired large fortunes, only to give 
them away and die poor. Some can 
express their opinions very well in 
writing, but cannot speak in public. 
Some are natural spellers, but cannot 
master the multiplication table; 
others may be good in mathematics 
and poor in spelling or ‘language; 
others may be large in language so as 
to be able to speak in public for 


hours, but say nothing worth while— 
sort of phonograph records. The fact 
is we are all, or nearly all, mentally 


deficient in some respects: some 
“bump” on our heads has never de- 
veloped. 

What shall we do that these de- 
ficlencies may not show in our child- 
ren? Nothing drastic, just a IHttle 


commonsense. Don't petition the gov- 
ernment; don't pass any laws—Jjust do 
this: If you are not very short or 


very tall, very light or very dark; if 
you are agreeable (by nature); if, in 
a word, you are well balanced phy- 
sically and mentally, you can marry 


your equal, or one the same as you, 
but if you are very short or very tall, 
very dark or very light, if you are 
deflelent In, we will say, activity, 
parental love, friendship, construc- 
tlveness, self esteem, conscientlous- 
ness, benevolence, order, agreeable- 
ness, or anything, then marry your 
opposite, or one large in those condi- 
tions, and your children will be well 
balanced, mentally and physically. 
How do I know all this?) Well. some- 
one told me and I believe it would be 
a better rule to follow than the resolu- 
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tion passed at the U.F.W.A. 
tion. 

Of all the drastic resolutions passed 

by the organized farmers that takes the 
cake. Will the government pass this 
into law and try to enforce it? If so, 
let us hope that this will be the end 
of this group of extremists and that 
Alberta will again be in clear and safe 
sailing. 
‘We thought when prohibition was 
defeated that these wild and extrava- 
gant notions were given a setback. 
The resolution passed at the U.F.W.A. 
convention shows that they have 
shown up again only in a different 
channel. . 

In studying this question we must 
keep in mind: First, there is a wide 
range of mental defectiveness. Very 
few, if any, have a perfect mentality. 
Many thousands of men today have 
families and are giving them reagson- 
able support and education, men hold- 
ing responsible positions are, to some 
degree, mentally deficient. Really, 
Mr. Editor, I have sometimes thought 
that I could detect mental deficiency 
in speeches made in the Alberta Leg- 
Islature and inthe U.F.A and U.F.W.A. 
conventions. For instance, I some- 
times notice too much self-esteem 
when accompanied with only fair in- 
tellect, produces the swellhead, the 
Sreat brag, placing self above every- 
body else, and with small agreeable- 
ness have no regard for the feelings 
of others, and are in every way repul- 
sive, running heavy to egotism and 
tyranny. Too bad, but true, we 
humans are very imperfect. 

Then again we must remember that 
sterilization means death: a living 
death, the end of the means employed 
by the author of life for the perfect- 
ing of the human race. Did the 
U.F.W.A. think of this? 

Mr. Editor, I do not think I need 
offer an apology for this letter. The 
U.F.W.A. has made this question a 
public issue; the president, Mrs. Gunn, 
has declared—and her declaration has 
reached all over Alberta—that she 
would do all in her power to make this 
resolution a law. She is at the head of 
a powerful political party which ts in 
a position to dictate to the government 
at Edmonton. Therefore it is a matter 
for serious thought. Will Mrs. Gunn 
pleace take the mater up through your 
paper and tell us what the resolution 
really means, the need of the proposed 
Jaw, and how it will be executed. 

I will say this, until I can see the 
matter in a different Nght than I do 
now, I shall oppose it with all the 
strength of my manhood.

At the meeting held on Wednesday 
of the Eckville U.F.A., a good sized 
crowd was present. The main busi- 
ness was the seed grain situation. The 
secretary read several replies to en- 
quiries, the prices ranging from 65¢ to 
$2.25 per bushel for oats. After thor- 
oughly discussing the matter, some 
more detailed- information was wanted 
so the whole matter was tabled until 
next meeting, the secretary to get the 
information in the meantime. 

Report was received that the U.G.G 
through the pressure of public opinion 
or otherwise, had withdrawn all their 
opposition on the territory covered by 
the Farmers’ Shipping Association. A 
warning was uttered that the farmers 
must guard their organization and in- 
terest, as this was but one attempt: 
others might be attempted any time. 

Mr. Ralph Patterson and Mr. Geo. 
W. Smith, M.P.P., came out on the 
train and the meeting was turned over 
to the visitors when they arrived. Mr. 
Patterson outlined the activities of 
the shipping organization from the 
time when they shipped only one car 
every two weeks, until now when it is 
approaching two carloads of stock per 
day. Many a difficulty was explained 
and clarified by the speaker. He 
thanked the people out here for their 
splendid support, and stated that, in 
his belief, the only solution for the 
farmers’ problems was for farmers to 
stick together. Mr. Patterson was 
given an ovation at the conclusion of 
his remarks, which were listened to 
with great attention. 

Mr. Geo. W. Smith, M.P.P., spoke to 
the audience for about one hour. He 
very ably outlined some of the work of 
the present administration from the 
time when they took office in 1921. He 
very effectively refuted some of the 
sweeping statements of extravagance 
which are so popular with the opposi- 
tion, He took the department of 
Telephone and Railways as an in- 
stance, and succeeded very effectively 
In proving that the present govern- 
ment had effected savings in many 
places. Prompted by one in the audi- 
ence, the “Liberal” telephone poles 
were mentioned, while the crowd smil- 
ed. Time being late, the speaker had 
no opportunity to show charts with 
which to make the arguments even 
more plain. Mr. Geo. Christie, in mov- 
ing a vote of thanks to the speaker 
and confidence in the Government 
said that he appreciated the miunne:

TELEPHONE. AND RADIO 


Informing Address by Man- 
ager Kenealey at Rotary 


Local Manager W. F. Kenealey gave 
an interesting talktothe Rotary Club 
on Monday on The Telephone, with 
Special reference to the relation of 
radio to the long distance wire. 

Lecally Mr. Kenealey showed that 
the local etaff of ten employees handl- 
ed the exchange service from Pine 
Lake to Rocky Mountain House, with 
3500 to 4000 long distance calls per 
month at Red Deer, and 2500 to 3000 
locai calls per duy over 627 phones, 
459 being in the city. He showed the 
growth of the system in Alberta, from 
4,8-0 subscribers in 1908 to 53,000 in 
1923. In Alberta there was one tele- 
phone to every ten persons, and in no 
province of Canada could the farmer 
point to better or cheaper service than 
he enjoys in Alberta Of the 179,000 
miles of wire, 72000 were for local con- 
nections, 70,000 for rural lines, and 
37,000 for long distance lines. The 
capital investment had grown from 
1% millions in 1908 to 23% millions in 
1923; earnings in 1908 $212,000, in 1923 
2% millions. Five telephone conver- 
sations commence every minute of the 
day over Alberta's lines. The average 
revenue from a long distance call was 
40 cents 

Dealing with the radio development, 
Mr. Kenealey pointed out the use of 
long distance wires which efficiently 
carry speech and music for long dis- 
tarnices overland, where the speech and 
music is amplified thousands of times 
and broadcast. The energy of the 
average human voice in ordinary con- 
versation is so feeble that if, for ex- 
ample, all the people of New York 
city, Mr. Kenealey said, should speak 
at once, the power would be only 
sufficient to ight a small incandescent 
lamp. Distance is no longer any. bar 
to communication between individuals, 
or between the individual and immense 
audiences. 

National radio broadcasting is ac- 
complished through the use of land 
wires, the long lines of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. A 
favorable located broadcasting station 
is sufficient when the desire is simply 
to reach a comparatively local audi- 
ence within the radius of a few hun- 
dred miles, but if a large section of 
the country is to be covered, then it 
becomes necessary to connect a num- 
ber of broadcasting stations by wire. 
The wire lines efficiently transfer the 
speech or music for long distances 
overland, while the broadcasting sta- 
tions send the programme to the 
various listeners in their local area. 

In order to give the listener the 
most complete picture possible of just 
what is taking pdace when an event of 
more than ordinary importance is be- 
ing broadcast, so that he may hear not 
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only the speaker, but in addition the 
cheering of the galleries, the music 
and rapping of the chairman's gavel, 
and the incidental sounds and nolses 
which complete the impression and 
allow him, as it were, to take an actual 
part in the gathering, a number of 
microphones are placed in different 
parts of the auditorium or banquet hall. 
There is one on the speaker's desk, 
another where the band or orchestra 
is playing, and sometimes a third is 
placed in the auditorium or in the 
galleries, 


Telephone circults that are satisfac- 
tory for commercial service are not 
necessarily suitable for broadcasting 
service. For good telephone service, 
case of understanding speech is re- 
quired; but for countrywide broad- 
casting, it is necessary that all the 
variation in pitch and volume and 
quality of elaborate music be trans- 
mitted without appreciable change. 

These transmission requirements for 
broadcasting depend on the type of 
material which it is desired to trans- 
mit. For example, the results of a 
football :::":e or political speech do 
not offer .«: y serious problems, but for 
the musi: of a symphony orchestra the 
requirements are extremely severe, 
with the result that special and usual- 
ly very expensive circuit arrangements 
are required. 


Adapted Circuits Required 


In adapting circuits to radio broad- 
casting which are ordinarily used for 
long distance telephone, special alter- 
ations must be made. Special equip- 
ment to insure accuracy must also be 
installed and adjusted and numerous 
tests made. To care for emergencies, 
two pairs of wires are usually pro- 
vided. 

Mr. Kenealey recited instances of 
Great feats in the States in national 
broadcasting of big political and other 
events. 

The great advantage of the use of a 
wire system for distribution of radio 
programmes lies in the fact that dis- 
turbances are largely eliminated, that 
there is no static to cause any trouble 
and no interference from other mes- 
sages, and that the volume and Iinten- 
sity can be regulated with exact pre- 
cision. | 

Some think that the radiophone will 
replace the wire telephone in the near 
future, although some of the foremost 
engineers, among them General John 
J. Carty, vice-president of the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
point out that this is not lkely to 
happen for some time. Every improve- 
ment made in the radiophone also ex- 
tends the usefulness of the wire tele- 
phone through improvements in the 
multiplex or carrier system and re- 
peaters or amplifiers. 

It is quite possible that there will be 
discoveries in the near future that will 
render the wire telephone obsolete, 
and it is also possible that the same 
discoveries will render the radiophone 
obsolete as well.

THINGS WORTH MORE 
THAN MONEY 


It is sometimes made a _ reproach 
against the civilization of Engish- 
speaking North America that its at- 
tention is too closely directed ito 
material prosperity, or, in other 
words, that it is @ dollar-grabbbing 
divilization. If there is ground for 
such a charge, it is at least a partial 
defence that in a newly settled coun 
try, where the machinery of civiliza- 
tion has to be established from the 
foundations upwards, it is difficult for 
the people not to direct itheir attention 
mainly to securing their business posf 
tion in the first instance. <A hungry 
Man cannot appreciate beautiful 
scenery, and a man haunted by finan- 
cial anxieties has little capacity for 
the study of the arts. At the same 
time, while there may be some excuses 
for our materialistic outlook, that does 
mot mean that it is an admirable one, 
or that we ought to be satisfied with 
it. It is at best a somewhat sordid 
and limited outlook, and in so far as 
we can, we shall do well to turn our 
eyes and our thoughts in other direc- 
tions also. For this reason it is a 
good sign that the interest of the peo- 
ple of Red Deer has been aroused by 
the prospect of the trees on the Ad- 
dison Heights property ‘being cut 
down. They don’t add to our material 
comfort and prosperity, except per- 
haps in the very indirect fashion of 
being asmallelementin the beauty of 
our city and so attracting a few visit- 
ors. The feeling against their loss 
has arisen simply from the belief that 
they are beautiful,and that beauty is 
nota thing tobe lightly let go or sac- 
rificed without at least some effort 
being made to save it. Times are bad 
in the city and district. Money is 
very scarce. Opposition to public ex- 
penditure of any kind is rightly very 
keen. Only the existence of a real 
and creditable love for natural 
could have made possible among our 
citizens even the suggestion and dis- 
cussion of the public purchase of 
this property and the saving of the 
ttrees. Whatever the result may be, 
the proposal to save the beauty of 
our city at the expense of our pockets 
is not one to be scoffed at. 

In these days of unseemly public 
scandals, when it is beginning to be 
asked whether the standards of public 
honour among us are being seriously 
shaken, and public service seems in 
many dases to be regarded merely as 
a chance for private enrichment, any 
sign of another attitude is welcome. A 
community which recognizes that 
there are things more valuable than 
money—beauty, justice, honour—is 
one in whiich low standards are not 
likely ti prevail to the exclusion of 
all others. If the question of the trees 
on the Addison Heights property has 
brought any such considerations as 
these before the notice of our cit!- 
zens, it will not have been raised to 
no purpose.

THE CANADIAN RACE OF 
THE FUTURE 


Discussion has been taking place of 
late throughout Canada as to the rela- 
tive progress of the different racial 


mete 


, debts, 
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elements which make up the people 
of Canada. As is well known, the 
main elements are British and French. 
For a considerable time past ‘the 
French element in our population has 
been gaining ground steadily at the 
expense of the British. Only the 
flow of immigration from Great Brit- 
ain has prevented the French gain 
from reaching really formidable pro 
portions. In Quebec it is said that 
not a single county now has an Eng- 
lish-speaking majority, ‘whereas. in 
1891 eleven counties has such major- 
ities. In ‘the Maritime Provinces the 
story is the same. The Fremch popula- 
tion is gaining rapidly at the expense 
of the British. The deportation of 
the French from Acadia, made _ so 
fdmous in Longfellow’s “Evangeline,” 
is likely in the not far distant future 
to be reversed ‘by a process of peace- 
ful penetration and settlement. It 
seems that ff the Maritime Provinces 
of Canada increase their population 
hereafter, the increase will be French 
and not British in character. 


In Western Canadathe heayv immi- 
gration from Great Britain has given 


‘and preserved so far a predominantly 
British character to the population, 
but so far as natural increase is con+ 
cerned, the Frenich settlements in the 
West are gaining at the expense of the 
British, and it is to be noted that 
French-Canadians are exceedingly 
tenacious of their French speech and 
not at all disposed to adopt English 
as the universal language of the Em- 
pire. 

In some parts of the West other 
Nationalities have tended to settle in 
compact groups, such as the Ukrain- 
fans in Manitoba, but it is doubtful ‘f 
they are likely to maintain themselv- 
es for long as distinct nationalities. 

The explanation of the relative fall- 
ing off in the British population is, of 
course, the higher birth rate of the 
French-Canadians, a birth-rate which 
is in marked and somewhat strange 
contrast to that of the people of 
France itself, where the population is 
stationary. 

To Canadians of British origin this 
transformation of the Canadian peo- 
ple can hardly be a welcome one, how- 
ever much one may recognize and 
respect the merits of the French- 
‘Canadians. Similar transformations 
are at work in the United States. It 
is said, for instance, that in another 
generation California will be a Latin 
and not an Anglo-Saxon state from the 
racial standpoint. Whether the change 
is for better or worse is naturally a 
matter of opinion and of viewpoint, 
but in any event there seems to ‘be 


beauty | little or no prospect or possibility of 


its being stopped. 


THE WAR DEBTS OF EUROPE 


When the Great War ended, it left 
practtically all of the Allied countries 
heavily in debt to the United States 
and Great Britain, while Great Britain 
itself was heavily in debt to the Unit- 
ed States. As is well known, Great 
Britain faced the question of her debts 
to the States and made a settlement, 
which not only did much to establish 
friendly relations between the two 
countries, but also strengthened im- 
mensely the financial credit and stand- 
ing of Great Britain all over the 


world. The British pound sterling is 
now nearly at par again, and is evi- 
dently expected to reach par _ very 


soon. Onthe other hand, hardly any of 
the tcountries of Europe have paid or 
shown any signs of paying their debts 


either to Great Britain or to the 
United States. France and Italy, as 
the two great powers concerned, and 


also as the heaviest debtors, arg the 
most notable cases. Recently ‘there 
have been negotiations and discus- 
sions between France, Great Britain, 
“nd the United States as to the Mrench 
and these discussions have 
been the subject of no little comment 


ment ‘often characterized by ter 
ness and recriminations. 
The United States and Britain have 
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in the press of all ‘ithe countries, com- 
ibitter- 


both ‘been accused by their debtors of 
grasping greed, of failing to recog- 
nize the tremendous severity of the 
losses in men as well as in money in- 
‘cunred by France in defending ‘the 
common cause, and of treating the 
war alliancg of the countries as if ft 
was an ordinary commercial transac- 
tion instead of a joint effort in a 
struggle for life or death. There is 
something to bé said tfor the French 
viewpoint, and in particular with 
respect to the United States josses, 
since the States losses in men were 
negligible as compared with those of 
France, and in material were almost 
nothing. It is difficult not to consider 
that the United States might well re- 
mit the French debt without inflicting 
undue financial hardship on her cciti- 
zens. On the other hand, it is quite 
possible that if France had faced the 
matter in the same way as Great Brit- 


‘ain did without any attempt to evade 


payment, the American attitude might 
have been quite different. A debtor 
who frankly acknowledges his debt, 
reveals all his assets, and shows hiun- 
self really anxious to pay, usually re- 
ceives much more generous 'treat- 
ment from his creditor than one who 
begins the discussion by denying the 
justice of the claim toany payment at 
all. Moreover, it is not entirely for- 
gotten that the French attitude ‘in 
matters financial during the war was 
not exactly generous. It is not widely 
realized—the ffact would be almost in- 
credible if it were not vouched for be- 
yond question—that France actually 
charged and received from Great Brit- 
ain rent for the land and trenches 
occupied ‘by the British troops in 
France during the War, and that when 
Great Britain gave to France in a 
time of need great supplies of am- 
munition and ‘other ‘war supplies, 
France charged Great Britain with 
duty on those supplies at the ports of 
entry! 

How the question will be finally 
settled is not yet clear. Probably 
some sort of compromise will be ar- 
rived at. The German reparation pay- 
ments may afford a means of partial 
settlement. In the meantime the 
feeling ‘between France and the Unit- 
ed States has been distinctly embit- 
tered, and the old axiom ‘has been 
again illustrated that financial deal- 
ings between friends all too often end 
in destroying the friendship. 
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OWNS ELECTRIC LIGHTING 
SYSTEM 


At the annual meeting of ratepayers 
of (Camrose, held recently, the chair- 
men of the various committees of the 


Council reviewed the activities of 
their respective departments, and 
gave Icomparisons ‘between the re 


ceipts and expenditures for the year 
1924 and those of the previous year. 
The town owns and operates ‘its own 
electric light and power system, and 
also its waterworks system. Both 
utilities showed. quite a handsome sur- 
plus while maintaining what is icon- 
sidered a very low rate for electric 
energy. In this connection it might be 
noted that ‘the electric light rate in 
Camrose is 12c per watt for the first 
40 watts and 10%4c per watt for 
amounts over the first 40 watts. A 
favorable electric power schedule 
gives corresponding low rates.

TRIFLING WITH 
JUSTICE 


Vancouver Sun.—All the flood of 
appeals in criminal cases that ig now 
swamping the Vancouver Court House 
indicates the vicious effect of that 
recent idiotic amendment to the 
Criminal 'Code giving appeal courts 
the right of hearing criminal appeals 
on points of fact. 

This new process is a hideous trav- 
esty on justice. 

It simply means that the wealthy 
bootlegger or any other kind of 
criminal who has money can delay 
justice interminably. It means that 
the country is put to the cost of trying 
defendants, not once, but as many 
times as they can afford to negotiate 
another hearing. 

It is a fundamental principle of 
British law that every person accused 
of a serious crime is entitled to a 
jury trial. 

This amendment violates that prin- 
ciple. It hands over responsibilities 
and powers to an appeal court that 
should rightfully be held only by a 
jury. 

England avoids these fancy tmno- 
vations as the plague. And, as a re- 
sult, England has the cleanest and 
quickest justice in ‘the world. United 
States, on the other hand, makes a 
fad of such innovations. And United 
States has nearly the worst justice 
in 'the world. 

The duty of striking out that amend- 
ment should be number one on the 
agenda of the next Ottawa session.

AMOS WILTON DIES 
SUDDENLY 


Wednesday Night at His 
Home at Great Bend 


Mr. Amos Wilton, of Great Bend dis- 
trict, northeast of Delburne, died very 
suddenly on Wednesday night. The 
sad news will be received with great 
regret, not only in his own immediate 
district and municipality, but also 
over a wide area where his letters in 
the papers had carried his name and 
views to hundreds to whom he was 
personally unknown. 

Mr. Wilton had been in his usual 
health this winter, taking his turn in 
driving the school van from his dis- 
trict in the severe weather to the 
Great Bend Consolidated School. He 
went to bed as usual on Wednesday 
evening and shortly after midnight 
Mrs. Wilton and the family were rous- 
ed by his condition ;apparently a 
seizure affecting the heart had over- 
take him and he was gone almost be- 
fore they could say goodbye. He would 
have been 63 years old in: March. 

Mr. Wilton was born in Essex 
county, Ontario, and moved to Wis- 
consin with his parents when he was a 
lad. There he was married to Miss 
Agnes Redmond, and there four of 
their five children were born. They 
came to Alberta in 1904, where he 
homesteaded on the home quarter 
which has been his home since, and 
where he and his boys have farmed a 
half section. 7 

Mr. Wilton was a most energetic and 
public spirited citizen, interested in 
every local enterprise and in every 
public question more or less affecting 
this province and dominion. For 
twenty years in the formative period 
of his district and municipality, and 
especially his years as Councillor and 
Reeve, he has served his fellow citi- 
zens without stint, showing qualities of 
leadership and entertaining progres- 
sive ideals which have been for the 
upbuilding of his community on sound 
lines. He was a well-informed and 
well-read man ,according to his op- 
portunities; a man of independent 
spirit in politics and church, with 
rather a tendency to be “agin the 
government” and to fall out from the 
generally accepted propaganda of his 
time. No grievance or injustice with- 
in his ken lacked his sympathy and 
active efforts at remedy: his appeals 
to the law and the courts were usually 
not on his own account but on behalf 
of some neighbor. He liked to express 
his ideas in print, or on the platform, 
He was most hospitably and neighbor- 
ly disposed to most of those whom he 
met and with whom he was associated. 
He was favored also with a steadying, 
equable influence in a good wife who 
loyally and quietly ruled her household 
and family, and to whom and to the 
boys and the girl widespread sym- 
pathy will go out. Mrs. Robert Fox, 
Sceptre, Sask., is the only daughter, 
while the sons are Thomas, at Port- 
land, Oregon; Roy, Everett and Rus- 
sell at home. Mr. Wilton had three 
sisters—one at Schono, Wis., and two 
at Kent City, Michigan.

Fire Discussion: 


A large number of ratepayers were 
present out of interest in the recent 
fire, when the 'Page and O'Neill prop- 
erties near the IC/N.R. depot ‘were des- 
troyed. 

Mrs, McCreight complained of the 
reports that appeared in the Calgary 
Herald and Edmonton Journal that 
the hydrants were frozen up. She did 
not believe that to be a fact, and she 
thought a correction should be made, 

Fire Chief Taylor related in detail 
the happenings of Friday night. 
Fireman Harvey had called him up 
at his house and informed him that 
Jos. Lowes had rung in a silent alarm, 
and he asked the chief to meet him at 
Lowes’ house. Harvey had taken out 
the sleigh with the hose, etc. When 
Taylor reached the spot, he found the 
fire broken out and had sent in the 
usual alarm by calling 60. He had at 
once hurried to the hall and brought 
out the other rig, and as the siren had 
not been sounded he called up the 
power house, when it was at once 
blown. On returning to the dire he 
found the hose laid from the hydrant 
at the corner of lst Street S. and 
3rd Ave. E. Harvey was at the nozzle 
and he ‘himself went to the hydrant to 
turn on the water. He found the hy- 
drant stick, and he could only get ‘a 
part turn on the spindle. He asked 
Ted Wilson to help and together they 
turned on it, when it broke off. As it 
was impossible to use the hydrant, 
they had taken the hose to the next 
nearest, that near the High ‘School, but 
owing to waist deep snow and other 
causes, the fires were already beyond 
control and the water was not turned 
on. The Chief pointed out that owing 
to the first hydrant being out of com- 
mission his supply of hose was a lit- 
tle short, and reminded the Council 
that he had asked for more. 

(Mrs. McCreight advised the Council 
that while she was in favor of saving 
in nearly all cases, she did not 
agree in too much economy with re- 
gard to fire protection, in which the 
city had had a wonderful record. 

J.R. Jones, foreman of public works, 
had slept through the fire. He had 
inspected the hydrant on Monday of 
the same week.as the fire when it was 
free of frost. At no time in the win- 
ter except in the extremely cold 
weather of December had there been 
any trouble with freezing up. The 
morning after the fire there had not 
been @ hydrant in the city frozen up. 
He was satisfied that the trouble was 
not frost. He exhibited the pieces of 
the broken spindle, which clearly 
showed a flaw im the metal, and' after 
hearing him, the Council all agreed 
that the flaw was the likely cause of 
the mishap.

Alberta's Exports 

“ Eyports of Alberta ‘products direct 
fnomi the province to points. in the 
United States totalled on valug: $5, 682; 
919' in 1924, compared* with )-a total. 
value. of $4,388,449 in the . previous 
year, according to the report prepared 
by. S.C.’ Reat, American ‘Consul for 
Alberta. 

‘Figures for the Calgary district show 
a considerable increase in export . of 
(cattle to the U.S, and tor both — Cal- 
gary and Edmonton a considerable in- 
crease in hog exports. 

Trade with the - Phillipine Islands 
was an. interesting feature of ‘ the 
year’s exports... Calgary’ district 
shipped 908,490 barrels of flour there, 
and Bdmonton district shipped 17,500 
Ibs, of butter to the Tslands. 

The value of products exported to 
the U.S. from each consular district

Alberta’s Coal Production In 1924 

Alberta’s total coal, production in 
1924 was 5,208,713 tons, a decrease’ 
‘from the previous year, when the pro- 
duction was a million and a half tons 
greater. The decrease was due toth 
prolonged strike, but the month of 
November. following the conclusion 
of the strike, was the biggest month 
in the history of the industry, when 
603,687 tons were produced. The 
total domestic coal for the year ‘was 
3,096,660 tons, sub-bituminous 591, 
946 tons, and ‘bituminous 1,515,107 
tons. 

Increased Revenue from Motor and 
Other Taxes 

A. considerable increase in revenue 
from the motor and gasoline and other 
taxes for 1924 is noted in the report 
of the ‘Provincial Secretary.

‘Canada will requrle approximately 
ninety millfon bushels of seed grain 
tor the 1925 ‘crop..-Since yield is 
materially influenced by ithe kind of 
seed sown, it is important that the 
the. latter. receive due considera- 
tion as to ‘choice and ‘preparation. : (In 
the preparation of seed grain, the 
Cleaning machine must be very care- 
fully reguiated. The scarcity of good 
seed grain in the west this year makes 
it desirable that those who have to 
buy seed do not deter action too long.

‘good seed are good quality, a high 
degree of purity, strong vitality and 
freedom from: disease. 

_ Good quality in seed grain implies 
@ plump, bright, sound, disease-free 
sample. Frozen grain is not usually 


safe to use as seed, neither is

which is heated or bin ‘burnt. The 
same is true of seed in which sprout- 


ing has occurred. The effect of 
weathering and of rust’ must also be 
considered. Purity in seed grain 
naturally is of prime importance. All 
weed seeds must be removed. The 
presence of other classes of grain 
such as oats in wheat should also b2 
carefully avoided as should? also dif- 
ferent varieties of the same _ kind. 
Vitality in seed grain must be high and 
strong and no seed should be used be- 
fore it has proven itself by careful 
germination tests. Mreedom from dis- 
ease such as smut ‘can the assured only 
through the use of proper treatments 
such as the formalin treatment for 
loose smut of oats and covered or 
stinking smut of wheat. 

The question of the variety to be 
sown is another matter worthy of 
serious consideration. Standard vari- 
eties of proven worth in a particular 
district should be used. Where doubt 
exists, reliable information can the 
secured from the nearest Experi- 
mental Farm or Agricultural College. 

On a seven-year test conducted at 
the Ontario Agricultural College, large 
plump seed oats produced a yield of 
62 bushels per acre, weighing 33.2 
pounds per bushel, while small seed 
gave a yield of 46.6 bushels, weighing 
31.8 pounds per bushel. It was found, 
furthermore, that an increase of 
three and a half to six and one-half 
bushels in favour of plump seed for 
other classes of grain resulted: 
similar tests. At the University of 
Saskatchewan, light and shrunken 
grain produlced 55.3 bushels per acre, 
uncleaned seed 56.7 bushels per acre, 
while grain once cleaned produced a 
yield of 58.8 bushels. The estimated 
annual loss of twelve million dollars, 
by not using treatment for smut in 
Western Canada, represents only a 
small percentage of the actual ‘loss 
caused iby not giving attention to the 
other points enumerated.

The Lacombe and North- 
western NMne is entirely the property 
of the provincial government, and the 
Obligation to develop the territory 
subsidiary to that line is upon the pro- 
vincial government, provided .nere is 
no prospect of having the Tne taken 
over by one of the other” railway 
companies, and there does not seem 
to be any prospect of that just now.” 

“With respect to the other ines, 
though the government has advanced 
the money on these lines, the title to 
them does not rest with the govern- 
ment, but is in other hands, and the 
government is practically in the posi- 
tion of a mortgagee.”
